Lawyers sre proud of their patron 
saint, St. Ives, atid they are quite 
right, for wd od a — bee nt — a 

wyer, practicing ‘his ac- 
taveay, should have been able to spare 
time’ enough to-earn rénown for 
ness: and fort such a degree of holiness 
that the church has set upon him the 
geal of sanctity. Ives, or Yves, de 
Keermatin lived in lower Brittany in 
the thirteenth century. Little of 
interest is known about his life. His 
briefs and his pleadings have not 
been preserved. The Law Journal 
did not exist in those days, and there 
were no stenographeres to take down 
the records of the courts. 

80 uneventful was the life of this 
eountry lawyer in that remote corner 
ef the world that his name would 
have perished in oblivion had he not 
been fortunate enough to enter 
heaven.

A moment's thought of some of these 
higher and lower temperatures is well 
worth while, Liquid air at 812 de 
grees below gero is cold, but liquid 
hydrogen at 421 Is atill colder, while 
“quid hetlum at 451 below zero is the 
coldest thing we know of. Going the 
other way, lead melts at 620 degrees 
above sero Fahrenheit, while gold 
remuina solid up to a bright red heat, 
or 1.846 degrees. A good furnace fire 
may get several hundred degrees hot- 
ter than this, Platinum, one of the 
most refractory of metals, melts only 
when intensely white hot at a tem- 
pernture of 8,230, but even this is 100 
degrees or so less than the tempera- 
ture of the fame on your gas stove. 

The hotter a body ts the more light 
{t gives, so the tungsten lamp filament, 
which cuns at about 4.500 degrees. 
gives a brighter and whiter light than 
the carbon filament at 8,500. The elec. 
trie are gives still more light for a 
given amount of current consumed 
and generates a temperature vot far 
from 7,200 degrees Fabrenhelt. This ts 
the higbest temperature we can pro- 
duce artificially. No metal known can 
stand this terrible heat, and even most 
refractory substances, such as carbun. 
are volatilized by It. 

But, while the arc is fndeed bot, ft Is 
by no means the highest temperature 
to be found in nature. There ure the 
best of reasons for believing that the 
temperature of the sun is some 12.000 
degrees or more, and it ts probable 
that some of the stara are still hotter 
This great heat explains the almost 
unbelfevable fact, found by Langley 
that sunlight ts 5,000 times brighter 
than the dazzling stream of molten 
metal from a Bessemer converter.— 
New York Tribune.

AN ENGLISH VIEW. 


Modern Society Publishes a Sketch 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


“Modern Society,” an English 
weekly. gives the foilowing sketeh of 
the Prime Minister. There is abun- 
dant internal evidence that it {s a 
long distance view: Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, whose name has been un: 
usually prominent lately, is one of 
the most important figure: in Imper- 
ial politics. By birth a French-Cann- 
dian, he began life as a barrister, 
uickly acquired a large 

tice. en only thirty, he en: 
{i red the politica! field as a member 
of - the 
His success as a politician was esta 
lished, and comparatively early-in 
life he was made Minister of Inland 
Revenue. After twenty years he be- 
came the recognized leader of the 
Liberal party in Canada. In 1896 he 
was made Premier. Few statesmen 
are so broad-minded or maintain so 
wide an outlook as Sir Wilfrid. His 
personal charm, gracious old-world 
courtesy, and dignity are as well 
known as his picturesque figure, with 
the massive brov, keen once, and 
firmly-knit mouth. Sir Wilfrid’s ora- 
tory is equally famous. His delivery 
is grave, measuréd, and full of dig- 
nity. Sir Wilfrid’s speeches are in- 
variably spiced with telling anec- 
dotes. He has a ready wit which he 
rarely hesitates to turn upop a poli- 
tical opponent. He was addressing a 
meeting on one occasion when a port- 
ly individual in the audience, @ large 
employer of labor, jnterrupted him, 
charging him with “‘fettening on the 
sweat of the people.” Bir Wilfrid, 
slim and cool, waited until perfect 
ujet had replaced the commotion 
this remark had made. Then he ob- 
served, ‘‘I leave those present to de- 
cide which of us is the more exposed 
to the charge.” Some of his epigrams 
have become household words in 
Canada. Once, wishing to illustrate 
some political point, he told a de- 
lightful story sbeut a school he had 
just visited. When he entered, a 
teacher was giving a class some les. 
sons on the dog. Things were pro- 
gressing quite satisfactorily when the 
Prtmier asked: “‘Why does a doe 
hagg its tongue out of its mouth?’

The first C.P.R. locomotive. and 
train of six flat cars were brought 
from Moorland, Minnesota, by the 
steamer Selkirk, and unloaded in 
June, 1876, on the east bank of the 
Red River not far from the site of the 
present C.P.R. bridge. During the 
succeeding winter rails were laid 
across the river on the ice, and the 
locomotive came over to Winnipeg. 
The whole development of western 
Canada dates from the day that first 
engine crossed the Red River. Its 
whistle on that occasion sounded 
the knell of the old era and announc- 
ed the new.
